Curious twists are observed in 
many tree trucks, and the inquiry 
just begun in Europe suggests the 
surprising conclusion that they are 
produced 
by the earth’s rotation^ 
like the twists of storms and the 
whirls seen in water. 
Van den 
Broeck, the Belgian geologist, points 
out that if conditioDS of growth were 
the cause the torsion should follow 
the sun’s apparent path. In at least 
090 out of 1000 trees the reverse is 
true, and it may be that the twist is 
usually to the left in the northern 
bemispheie and to the right or witli 
the clock—in the southern hem i­ 
sphere, like the turn of the cyclonic 
storms aud water vortices. 
Tnis 
ditfereuce is duo to the earth’s rota­ 
tion. Jean Brunbes notes that it was 
shown some years ago that the winds 
due to the earth’s motion blow stead­ 
ily at a seasoD when vegetation is 
active and sensitive, aud a slight con­ 
tinuous bending and turning then 
would ho likely to alfect the tree per­ 
manently. 
At least 9U per cent of all cases of 
neuralgic headache are attributed by 
Dr. Toms, an American oculist, to 
defects of the eyes. 
These were 
mostly slight errors of refraction or 
muscular derangemnt, entirely unsus­ 
pected in 600 patients, and most cases 
required no treatment except proper­ 
ly adjusted glasses. A much negleot- 
ed condition of- the young is pre­ 
mature long-sightedness, which may 
cause alarming headaches aud in­ 
somnia. 
The rare phenomenon of “ snow gar­ 
lands” was first described by HeJl- 
mauu in March, 1889. 
As seen JaEt 
January by Dr. Kassner of Berlin, 
the garland is a rope-iike roll of 
melting snow hanging pendant from 
the edge of the roof, in the shape of 
a very flat U. 
Une of the marvels of modern re­ 
search is the photographing of minute 
unseen objects by means of invisible 
light. The details shown.by a micro­ 
scope are increased not only by using 
higher magnifying power, but also by 
employing light of shorter wave- 
leugtb, and nearly twenty years ago it 
was suggested that ultra-violet light 
should bring out in photographs 
mauy minute features that cannot he 
revealed by the much longer waves of 
ordinary light. The suggestion prov­ 
ed impracticable on account of the 
difficulty of focusing invisible images 
and because the glass lenses were al­ 
most completely opaque to ultra­ 
violet light. The perfected ultra­ 
violet microscope brought out by 
Kohler usee fused quartz tor the pro­ 
perly corrected lenses and also for 
the prisms of the spectroscope yield­ 
ing the ultra-violet rays from the 
spark of cadmium, aud a fluorescent 
screen over the eyepiece lights up 
uDder these rays, supplyiug a focus­ 
ing fluder. With this apparatus very 
remarkable pictures have been obtain­ 
ed. A further improvement has now 
beeu made by W. T. Swingle aud L. 
I. Briggs, of the U. S. Department ot 
Agriculture, who obtain a more exact 
foens of just the details wanted by 
the visible image given by the cud- 
mrurn spark, a pure blue light, then 
turn on the ultra-violet rays to give 
the impressiou on the sensitive plate, 
in this way minute details are pictur­ 
ed very distinctly. 
The great ship-elevator just com­ 
pleted at Henricheuburg, Germany, 
connects two canals having a difiér­ 
enos in level of 45 feet. The vessel is 
transported in a movable tank, which 
is balanced by flve submerged floats 
connected with the tank by live 
columns, and the load is regulated by 
adding or letting out water. The ele­ 
vator movements are controlled by 
fonr electrically-driven screw spin­ 
dles, each 80 feet long and 11 inches 
in diameter. 
The gates of tank and 
canals are locked until accurate con­ 
nection is made, and as they are rais­ 
ed all leakage is prevented by rubbsr 
jointing. 
Removed attention ha9 been called 
to the probable explanation of many 
cases of drowning that was some years 
agq advanced by Dr. Lowrie, a British 
physician, as a result of his own ex­ 
perience. After cycling on a hot day, 
took a swim in cold water, and was 
soon seized with headache, dizziness 
and drowsiness while muscular effort 
became feeble aud sluggish, lu mauy 
similar cases, he believes, the swim 
mer loses consciousness—or faints — 
irom crebral anemia. If there is no 
help 
near, the result is another 
drowning accident, and the report of 
it will probably state that the victim 
“ was seized with cramps and sank.” 
Swimming in cold water is dangerous 
if the circulation is weakened from 
any cause, especially after a fast of 
several hours, or if there is any heart 
trouble. 
T b? “ Oereoiirm” incandescent gas 
mantle, the new product ot a Berlin 
firm, is claimed to have great dur­ 
ability, and to be so strong that, 
after the fllm is burned otf, it can be 
taken in the hand and bent double 
without injury. Under similar treat­ 
ment an ordinary mantle wonld break 
into many pieces. The improvement 
consists in tho use of a new texiie 


basis, which, instead of being cotton 
or ramie, is artificial silk made from 
cellulose by the copper process. The 
new mantles appear much finer in 
texture than the old. 
The problem of raoe suicide will 
be simplified by the better housing of 
working people. As the result of an 
experiment—costing 81,500,000—by an 
English 
manufacturer, 
a garúen 
colony for employees Is reported to 
have a birth-rate of 56 and a death- 
rate of only 9 per 1000; while the 
cbilden of 7 are 3 inches taller and 7 
pounds heavier, aud those of 11 years 
are 5,finches and 20 pounds heavier, 
than the average of children of the 
same ages among the laboring classes 
of .Liverpool.

Will the Angels quartz mine be 
opened up with non-union men? This 
is the question which has been asked 
mauy times during the past week, 
and no .one has been able to answer 
it in a satisfactory mauDer. 
The 
grounds for the rumor is the state­ 
ment made to the union committee 
by Mr Coleman, when he offered to 
grant the underground 
men nine 
hours, saying that if the otfer was not 
accepted he would refuse all further 
uegotiations with the union on the 
question; he also said that he intend­ 
ed to operate his mine and would use 
uon-uuion men if necessary. 
The 
union did not aocept. (he nine-hour 
otfer but presented an eight-hour 
scale, which was refused by Mr 
Coleman, who refused any negotia­ 
tions ou the matter and it is now said 
that he is making active preparations 
to put a nou-uniou force of men at 
work. 
Nearly all of the under­ 
ground miners are dissatisfied with 
the outcome of the nine-hour offer, 
aud claim that bad the proposition 
beeu voted upon in the union it 
would have been carried by a very 
large majority, as the men say they 
are all tired of the strike and are 
anxious to return to work. 
Some of 
them stated on the street Thursday 
night that if Mr Coleman will give 
them nine hours they would return to 
work, whether the uuion sanctioned 
it or not.—Angels Record. 
As soon as the lumber arrives work 
will commence at the Fenu copper 
mine on a club house for the men 
working there. 
A new bunk house 
and also a barn and a stable will be 
erected. 
it is expected that there 
will be at least four months’ work 
whioh will keep live carpenters busy. 
The uew ieverberatory furnace at the 
copper mine started on Tuesday, but 
the bottom of it went through, 
necessitating a lay off of teu days tor 
repairs. 
The oil which was so slow 
coming into the mines last winter 
and spiing is now coming in plentiful 
supplies aud more meu are needed 
than on hand at present.—Exchange.

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Philippine 
Correspondence 


By B. E. DeKackin. 
Zamboanga, Moro Frovince, F. I., 
Aug. 10, 1907.—It is diliicult for any 
one to realize just what the Philip­ 
pines really are unless familiar with 
tropical life. In America, we have 
four distinct seasons, whereas here it 
is perpetual summer. Do not, how­ 
ever, confound our summer with 
yours, as the thermometer here rarely 
registers above 90 on the warmest 
days. 
The nights are always cool. 
Neither should the Philippines he 
classed with tropical America, where 
the Caucasian’s lite is one endless 
conflict with animal, reptile and 
insect pests, aDd when not so engaged 
is battling with the various forms of 
malarial poisoning. 
Here, we are 
practically free from such drawbaoks. 
That Indefinable Bometbing. 
There is an indefinable something 
abont tbe land “ where the snowy 
blossoms Dever wither from tbe ever 
lasting hills aud autumn never braids 
its scarlet fringes through tbe greeD 
of eternal summers.” 
When once 
thoroughly saturated with its in­ 
fluence,’ it is impossible to shake it 
off. You hear “ the East a-calling” 
in every twitter of the birds, in 
every balmy breeze, in every Held of 
vordure. 
Americans who have lived 
here any length of time have been un­ 
able to stay away. 
It is really 
patbetio to see the many Spaniards 
who, nut ot patriotic favor, sacrificed 
their interests here and returned to 
Spain npon the occupation of the 
Islands by an Americau government. 
Some tired of their change in six 
months, others in a year, while a lew 
held out against the beckoning East 
two years, but they are ail back now 
to see their places Ulled by strangers. 
But, even so, they prefer these Is­ 
lands to old Castile. In the case of 
Americans, how much better pleased 
are they to return to the Islands, 
kuowiDg that they still rest under the 
folds of Old Ciory.and that if reasons 
why we should give them up were 
thicker thau blackberries, we would 
never do so under complnsion. 
A Vital Need. 
It will be many, many years, if 
ever, before tbe American laborer will 
be able to do so well here as at home. 
Tbi- is pre-eminently a land for the 
play ot individual effort. 
What this 
country and its people vitally need is 
a class of thrifty young Americans to 
employ and direct the labor of the 
primitive inhabitants. 
None of the drudgery of farm life 
in America is met with here, it par­ 
takes more of the plantation life of 
the South before the civil war. 
The 
simple people here become wonder 
fully attached to their homes and 
employers if treated fairly. 
And 
kindly considerate treatment of help 
will always be found to be the most 
valuable asset in couduoting a planta­ 
tion in Moroland. 
Character of the Country. 
Mindanao is.very mountainous, and 
therefoie has mauy valleys contain- 
lug from ten thousand to several 
hundred thousand acres each. 
The 
level areas in these valleys are the 
result of alluvial deposits from the 
mountain ranges, being mexbaustable 
in fertility. And what is more to the 
point, the soil is being eDriobed each 
year thorough the same processes 
which caused tbe original deposits. 
What a paradise this island would 
be if each ot these valleys claimed 
its Americau settlement and their 
prosperous estates! 
The ideal Crop. 
The ideal crop iu these islauds is 
occoaunts. While it requires at least 
seveh years to get a return on this 
crop, it requires less labor to handle 
aud gives the most certain return. 
At the present price of copra (the 
meat ot the eoooanut), an acre of full 
bearing trees can be depended upon 
to net you 8150 per year for 50 years 
—the average life of a grove. 
Fracticaliy all American planters 
here plant hemp first, which gives a 
return in two years, and later plant 
cocoanuts on the same ground. 
As 
hemp does not have to be replanted 
except every seven or eight yoars, by 
the time the cocoanuts are ready to 
bear the hemp has disappeared, but 
tbe returns from it hnve more than 
paid all cost of operation of tbe 
estate. 
Flailing for a Kush. 
Arrangements are being perfected 
by the engineer of the Moro Frovince 
to get ieliable data as to the number 
of valleys iu this Island, their area 
and suitability lor various crops. 
When this work is completed, exact 
information can always be had by 
those interested without tbe expendí 
ture of uunecessarry time or money. 
A Unique Flan. 
The plan adopted by the Americans 
in this Frovince is to form an associ­ 
ation, putting one of their uumber in 
charge of the plantation, the others 
contributing from their salaries c-r 
other incomes until tbe plantation is 
on a paying basis. 
Several hundred 
plantations are today being developed 
along these lines in this FroviDce 
alone. 
This is tbe plan 1 would recummcnd 
to the young men of America who 
may be looking íd this direction as 
suital>jLe fleld of investment for their 
labor a’&d capital. They oould oigan 
Ize an association or coiporation, 
sending one of their number to estab­ 
lish tbe plantation and put it on 
payjug basis, those remaining behind 
advancing the necessary funds as 
needed, if we had only one organiza­ 
tion of this kind from each county in 
the United States, a personal interest 


in this Frovince wonld be felt by the 
people at home whioh would create 
an asset very valuable to the Islands 
as a whole. Doubtless arraagements 
oould be made to employ a plantation 
manager here, which would not re­ 
quire the presence of any member of 
the company or the association, and 
our organization will undertake to 
And a reliable man for such work if 
required. However, it will always be 
very much more satisfactory to you 
to have your own man on the ground. 
Any information requested will be 
cheerfully given by the writer. 


SPACE AND FAITH. 
Victor 
Hugo’s 
centenDary has 
brought forth a publication of the 
“ remnants” of this great genius. 
That is to say, of tbe scraps from his 
library workshop. These were left iu 
tbe form ot thought fragments which 
the author intended from time to 
time to incorporate iu some complete 
work. 
Those familiar with literary com­ 
position ^fe aware that sometimes a 
thought, a vision, an inspiration 
comes unbidden, unexpected. 
It 
must be seized and committed to 
paper; but it may be years betore the 
appropriate place for its use appears. 
Victor Hugo left enough of these 
intellectual soiutillations, which had 
never found a fit place, to make a 
book, and among thorn aro some ot 
tbe most brilliant flashes of his geni­ 
us, the most daring flights of his im­ 
agination. 
Btrangely impressive are Hugo’s 
meditations upon things of tbe intl- 
m te— this man who could look straight 
at iniiuity aud translate some of its 
echoes for all ears that can hear. He 
asks: “ What vehicle shall we adopt” 
to bridge the immensities? 
The locomotive travels flfteen ioa- 
gues an hour. The hurricane travels 
sixty leagues an hour. The cannon­ 
ball travels seven huDdred leagues an 
hour. 
The locomotive drags, the hurri­ 
cane limps, the cannon-ball is a tor­ 
toise. 
Let us bestride a ray of light. 
This is a mount tour thousand 
times swiftqr than tho cannon-ball, 
four million two hundred thousand 
times swifter IbaD the hurricane, and 
seventeen million times swifter thau 
the locomotive. 
It makes, as you know, seventy 
tbousaud leagues a second. 
Btart. 
Light launches you from the earth 
to tbe sun in eight minutes, from the 
sun to Oceunus in four hours, from 
Ooeanus to Centauros in three yeais 
and eight months, from Centanrus to 
the Foie Star in twenty-eight years, 
from the Foie Star to the Milky Way 
in sixteen thousand eight hundred 
years, from the Milky Way to the 
nebula ot Canes Venatiei in Uve mil- 
ion years—you have not yet taken a 
step. 
The apparitions of the universe will 
oontinue to loom. 
The unsoundable will remain before 
you iu its entirety. 
Beyond tbe visible the invisible, be­ 
yond the invisible the unknown. 
Everywhere, everywhere, in the ze­ 
nith, at tbe nadir, iu front, behind, 
above, in the heights, in the depths, 
looms the formidable darkness of the 
iDflnite. 
And as to the meaning of it all, the 
law of it ail, the raiD d of it all? its 
lesson is that of wonder and of prayer : 
What, then, is tii6re back of ail 
this? 
Nothing, say you? 
Notihng? 
What I, a worm of the oaith, am 
possessed ot an intelligence, and this 
immensity is without one. Oh, par­ 
don us, Abyss of Infinity. 
No more calculation possible; the 
same swarming and the same genesis 
everwyhere, in the celestial sphere as 
iu the drop of water; the three thou­ 
sand species of ephemera discoveied 
on a singlo rosebush by Bonnet of Ge­ 
neva; Baturn’s riug with its diameter 
ot sixty-seven thousand Uve hundred 
leagues; the seventeen tbousaud facets 
of a fly’s eye; the three multi-colored 
stars of Aldebaran, which revolve 
concentrically at the rate of one hun­ 
dred million leagues a minute; tbe 
aut dragging a grub over a jasmiue 
leaf; tbe circulation of parallaxes, 
that sidereal ladder vainly applied to 
the fixed stars; the diameter of our 
orbit—seventy million leagues, yet 
insufficient to seive as a basis for tbe 
triangulation of the stars; tbe neb- 
ulea, those clouds of the abyss; those 
atomic forests that we oall mold; the 
hurricanes of Jupiter; the volcanoes 
of Mars; the hydras swimmiDg in 
globules of blood; the endless life 
forever visible above and below— 
deprive me of all this if you would 
have me cease to pray,

Receipt books, location blanks, deeds 
mortgages, promissory notes, eto., 
for sale; also mining signals on 
cloth, graduation diplomas, at tbe 
Ledger offce. 
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The rebate question as practiced by 
railroads throughout the country for 
yeaia past, aud the efforts by the 
government to break it op by crimi­ 
nal prosecution, are causing a terment 
in financial oiroles throughout the 
nation. 
It ia extremely doubtful 
whether in the long-rnn the effect up­ 
on the business of the country will 
be beneBcial or disastrous. At pre­ 
sent there is a widespread lack of 
publio oonBdence, manifest in the 
slump io all kinds of securities con­ 
sidered gilt-edaed under normal con­ 
ditions. 
Holders of sncb securities 
want to realize and bide away their 
money until things hare reached a 
more settled basis. 
Investors, how­ 
ever, are not anxious to buy, even at 
Ugnres that hold out the promise of 
large returns on the investment. Ihe 
uncertainty of what is to come, is the 
cause of this unrest. The idea that 
the prosecution to break up unlawful 
combines will strike only the finan­ 
cial magnates concerned is far from 
being true. 
Indeed, it is more than 
likely that they will not be even the 
heaviest sufferers by the exorbitant 
Bnes imposed. The faot is ail these 
big financial concerns 'are composed 
mainly of a large number of small 
stockholders — persons 
of limited 
means, who have invested in the 
stooks or bonds of the corporations. 
It is an easy matter for the managers 
of such financial institutions to re­ 
coup themselves for any losa they, 
may sustain by virtue of Bnes, but 
the rank and Ble of the stockholders 
are unable to do so. Upon them the 
loss bears heavily. 
After all, this matter of rebating is 
founded npon a custom which has 
pertained in business circles from 
time immemorial. Every business 
man recognizes and practices it to a 
greater or less extent. 
That It is 
wrong to charge one shipper a heavier 
rate than another for a ton of goods 
of the same class 
shipped to 
the same point, no one will dispute. 
Hut that does not reach the matter 
of concessions to heavy shippers. 
It Is a well-known faot that the freight 
rate on a car load lot is less than the 
rate by the single ton. That sort of 
discrimination ia founded upon jus 
- tice and sound business prinaipies. 
Why, then, shonld it not extend to 
the corporation that ships hundreds 
of thousands of tons in the coarse of 
a year? Why should not such a con 
oem secure a big reduction on rates 
as against single oarload shippers, in 
every bnainesa the rale prevails of 
making a redaction aooorrding to the 
quantity pnrchased. in retail stores, 
the individoal that parchases a ton ot 
any kind of article gets it at a lower 
rate then the man that buys by the 
single pound. This is not considered 
anything ont of the way either in or­ 
dinary every-day transactions. 
Why 
the same principle ahould not be ex­ 
tended to common oaniers we cannot 
fathom. If a proper rnle for a re­ 
tail or wholesale merchant, why ia it 
improper for the railroad companies 
to do business on the same basis. 


Still Allowing Illegal Bills. 
The supervisors persist in the prac­ 
tice of putting in bills for a lump 
Bum of $25 each tor servioes as road 
commissioners in tbeir respective dis­ 
tricts, without any attempt being 
made to itemize the same. 
T'be 
.Ledger has called attention to this 
matter repeatedly, showing that the 
practice is contrary to the express 
provision of law. The warrants con­ 
tinue to be drawn against the salary 
fund, when as a matter of faot the 
compensation is not in the nature of 
a Bxed salary although drawn as such. 
It is a per diem, exactly the same as 
the per diem of one working at man­ 
ual labor on the roads, and the law 
requires that the road commissioners' 
bills shonld conform id every reapeot 
with other bills for road work, name­ 
ly, that they shonld oe itemized and 
eworn to by the claimants. 
Farther- 
more, the 93 per day allowed as road 
commissioner most be earned by eight 
hours of actual work, accordmg to 
the opinion ot lawyers, who have 
looked into aooh matters. 
It will 
not do simply to spend five or ten 
. minutes in walkiDg over a piece of 
road, and charging a day's work tor 
such service. The hours must be put 
in on the roads, 8 hoar per day. 
Eight hours covering a period of 
eight daya oaonot be charged for 
eight days, but for one day. Such is 
the interpretation placed in the pro- 
visiOD.by those who onght to know. 
And it is the only sensible inter­ 
pretation. So that an itemized bill 
for commissioner should show what 
particular road was examined, the 
time oocunied in the work, and the 
total number of hours spent in each 
month divided by eight would give 
the number of days the commissioner 
wonld be entitled to receive bia per 
diem of 93. 
It has been reported, that the last 
legislature made a change in the law 
in this respect as far as -Amador 
county ia concerned, 
placing the 
compensation of road commissioner 
on a Bxed salary basis. 
We have 
looked into this point, and find 
there is no foundation tor the report. 
Mu change was made whatever. 'The 
provision governing supervisors as

What would be thought if a mer­ 
chant were to put in a bill in general 
terms something alter this fashion, 
“ To mercbaudise, aold aod delivered 
in Joiy, 925.” 
Wonld a claim In 
that shape pass muster at the hands 
of the examining board. Hardly. At 
any rate, no sensible tradesman 
would care to leave such a loophole 
for the rejection of a just claim, 
through lack of itemization. 
ADd 
yet it would be not one whit mure 
improper than the shape in whioh the 
road commissioners pat in tbeir bills 
month after month, aDd pass them for 
payment. We believe very bill allow­ 
ed in this way for years past is 
illegal, and the amount thereof can 
be recovered by suit agaipst tho 
supervisors aud their bondsmen. 
We have been repeatedly asked, Id 
the face of this persistence in draw­ 
ing money on anitemized bills, if 
there is no remedy? 
is this sort of 
thing to go on without lim it, it does 
Dot iovolve the supervisors only. 
The district attorney is required to 
pass on the legality of such claims; 
the auditor is responrible for drawing 
a warrant based on an illegal bill, 
aDd the treasurer tor paying the 
same. And still the go-as-yon please 
record piles up in open defiance of 
public opinion, as well as the legal 
requirements. 
It is high time that some organiza­ 
tion was formed, baoked with suffici­ 
ent funds to fight these methods in 
the courts. A suit to recover ail the 
money paid out in this fashion is 
the proper thing. 
O db man does not 
wish to assume the burden on his 
own shoulders; but with the author 
lty and backing of an organization 
a move for a better administration of 
oouuty attaira, not only in this parti 
cular, bnt many others vitally atfect 
ing the interests of taxpayers might 
be made.

There are but a few items in the 
above list tbat come within tbe con­ 
tract schedule, so tbat tbe opportun­ 
ity to compare tbe prices with tbe 
contract is limited.

Hut there is

The bill says “ blotters,” 
cooveyibg tbe idea tbat tbe ordinary 
sized blotters were supplied. This 
was in all probability tbe case, as tbe 
full sheets uncut, wo rld be of little 
service to 
couuty officials. 
Now 
these cut blotters are not dealt in by 
tbe ream, but rather by tbe dozen, 
or pound. 
Quarter of a ream meaus 
125 full sheets, but 125 cut blotters is 
quite a different Ibiug; as one sheet 
will make 12 blotters, so tbat 125 
sheets cut into tbe usual size for 
blotters, would make 1500 of euob 
small pads—a quantity sufficient to 
last all tbe officers ¡for many years. 
It is not likely tbat any such quanti­ 
ty was either ordered ”r delivered. 
If 125 small blotters were delivered, 
tbe price cbarged is 12 times tbe 
schedule rate. 
We do not say it is 
too high, but rather that it is ridicul­ 
ously low. 
Hut our oonteutioD is, 
that when contract is fet no matter 
how ridiculously low tbe bid, the 
contractor should be made to abid6 
strictly by the terms of his bid. 
It 
is tbe duty of tbe supervisors to see 
tbat there is no evasiou of the express 
coDtraot. 
That is the only way of 
securing straightforward bids and fair 
dealings with the county. Another 
item within tbe contract, "Í4 ream 
double ruled cap, 91.25.” 
This is 
probably meant for bill cap, wbich is

Walks 20,000 Miles for Wager of 
$20,000, to be given to Charity. 


C ount Salvadore Baggio, a scion of 
a noble fam ily of Italy, arrived in 
Jackson 
early 
yesterday morning. 
He told to a Liedger reporter a sin g u ­ 
lar story of his travels and adventures 
d uring the last six years. 
JHe carries 
with him th e docum entary evidence, 
in the shape of newspaper clippings 
and m anuscript credentials to confirm 
the story of bis long tram p of 20,000 
miles. 
He is a young man, embued 
with the love of adventure and travel, 
and disclaim s a ll idea of being ac tu ­ 
ated by the hope óf catching a rich 
Amerioan heiress. 
In appearanoe and 
a ttire ' h é ‘ m ight’ pass" fo r one of the 
peasants 
of his native 
land. 
He 
speaks broken E nglish sufficiently to 
make 
him self 
easily 
understood, 
having pioked up all his practical 
knowledge of the language since he 
left Italy pn his globe-trotting miss­ 
ion of chaf ity. 
I t seems from his story, th at early 
in 1901, he with six others, made a 
wager with certain persons who were 
able to make good, th a t be would 
walk 20,000 m iles in three years from 
the date of starting. 
His long jo u r ­ 
ney was to embrace nine different 
countries or nations, nam ely: Italy, 
France, G erm any, Portugal, Spain, 
England, 
and 
N orth 
and 
South 
America. 
The voyage in crossing the 
ocean to 
America 
counted in toe 
three years, b ut nut in the distance 
traveled. 
He had to do the walking 
exclusively on land, m aking up for 
the tim e occupied in th e sea voyage. 
The wager, if won, was to be given 
for the relief of the poor people ot 
southern Italy, m ainly th e sufferers 
by 
the 
disastrous 
eruptions 
ot 
Vesuvius. 
Some idea of the arduous 
nature of the u ndertaking may be had 
when we say, th a t in order to win It 
was necessary to walk on an average 
IB miles per day, du rin g the entire 
three years, in add itio n m aking up 
for the tim e lost on the sea voyage. 
O ther conditions were th a t he was to 
sta rt w ithout a cent in his pocket; 
was n o t allowed to solicit alms in 
money or provisions on the trip, 
lie 
was at liberty to ask only for water, 
could take voluntary contributions, 
and raise money by giving lectores, 
if he so desired. 
He started from Naples F ebiuary 1, 
1901, 
and finished his 20,000 mile 
jau nt at bu en os Ayres, Argentina. 
South America, Jan u ary 1, 1904—just 
one month ahead of tim e. 
The $20,­ 
000 has been'distribnled according to 
agreement, although the co un t h im ­ 
self had nothing to do with the h an d l­ 
ing of it. 
in faot, he has not seen 
his nhtive land since he left over six 
years ago. 
Upon the com pletion of the wager, 
he was of course at liberty to travel 
any 
way he 
pleased. 
D uring his 
wanderings, 
he collected autograph 
letters from prom inent men in the 
different countries traversed to th e 
num ber of 32,000. 
He reached San 
Erancisco on his homeward trip in 
the spring of 1906. 
These m anuscript 
docum ents were treasured as valuable 
material in the com pilation of a book 
of his travels, the proceeds from the 
sale of whioh he anticipated reaping 
a golden harvest, 
b u t the earthquake 
and fire cf A pril IS found him a so­ 
jo u rn er in b an tran cisco , and all 
his records were burned in th a t d is­ 
aster. 
Since tb a t calam ity he has re ­ 
traveled over the U nited States, re ­ 
placing as far as possible the do cu­ 
ments destroyed by th e fire. 
He has 
gathered some 6,000 letters and signa­ 
tures. 
He is an honorary mem ber of the 
order of Elks, and it is likely that 
he may arrange to give a lecture be­ 
fore leaving Jackson. 
Erom here he 
expects to go to Truckee, and hence 
through 
n orth ern 
California 
into 
Oregon and b ritis h Colum bia, and 
through Canada to the A ltantio coast, 
and hence to the starting point of 
his long and eventful trip.

Most Prized Austrian Decoration. 
H ie m ost prized decoration in Aus­ 
tria corresponds to the British Victoria 
cross, and its value arises from the 
rigorous conditions for obtaiuing it and 
the fidelity w ith which they have been 
observed.

Theresa cross. 
“I t shall be an invio­ 
lable rule,” says the foundation statute,

or w ounds received before the enemy 
and not for any reasons of birth, favor 
or 
Influence.” 
“TYe ourselves join

cross are ennobled Ipso facto. 


Neither Pain Nor Consciousness 2 t th ; 
Instant of Either. 
The phenomenon called sleep m ay be 
sum m ed up in the follow ing proposi­ 
tions, says a w riter in the Cosmopoli­ 
tan: 
* 
F irst—Sleep is tem porary death of 
the functions of the sensitive system, 
due to exhaustion by fatigue. 
Secondly—This death is tem porary 
because the vital system continues to 
perform its functions during sleep and 
restores the sensitive organs to their 
norm al condition. 
For our purpose death m ay be con­ 
sidered under the three heads—natural 
death, sudden death and death from 
disease. 
N atural death is death from 
old age. 
It differs from natural sleep 
only in degree. 
The gradual loss of sensibility by tlie 
sensitive organs w hich precedes sleep 
now takes place in th e vital system, 
and all the organs pass into perm anent 
sleep together. 
There can be no pain 
preceding or a t the m om ent of such a 
death, any more than there is pain pre­ 
ceding or a t the m om ent of passing 
into tem porary sleep. 
Sudden d e a th ' may be defined as 
death due to a sudden injury from 
w ithout or w ithin the body sufficient 
to destroy a t once all irritability of 
both the sensitive and vital systems. 
It requires 110 argum ent to prove that 
a person who is suddenly stricken dead 
can suffer no pain. 
The elem ent of 
tim e m ust be present iu order to suffer 
physical pain, and in the sudden death 
of a person the elem ent of tim e is ab­ 
sent. 
M'e come now to consider the third 
and by far the most frequent form of 
death—namely, death from disease. 
As soon as disease is established dy­ 
ing begins, w hich is but a more rapid 
than natural ceasing of all sensibili­ 
ties, accom panied w ith more or less 
suffering, according to the cause which 
produces it. This dying and suffering, 
called disease, m ust term inate either 
in so called death, w hich is insensibil­ 
ity to It, or in recovery, which is re­ 
moval of the cause of it. 
B ut in any 
event the suffering has been endured, 
no m atter w hether the final term ina­ 
tion is death or recovery. 
No one is conscious of or can recall 
the m om ent he passes from w aking in­ 
to natural or tem porary sleep. 
Nor 
shall we, by a “suprem e agony” or in 
any other w ay, be conscious of passing 
into perm anent sleep. 
Being born and dying are the tw o 
m ost im portant physiological events in 
the life history of our bodies, and we 
shall know no more about the latter 
event a t the tim e it occurs th an we did 
about the former.

The Wounded General’s Heroic Brav­ 
ery in the Face of Death—Custer’s 
Brilliant Charge as Seen by a Con­ 
federate Cavalryman. 


“The m ost brilliant charge I ever 
w itnessed w as made by C uster a t the 
battle of Yellow Tavern.” said au old 
C onfederate 
cavalrym an. 
“It 
w as 
near the beginning of w liat historians 
now call the W ilderness campaign. 
“I w as «w ith Job Stuart, General 
Fitz Lee's division. 
W ickham 's bri­ 
gade and Phil Sheridan’s troops w ere 
hanging 011 us like a pack of hungry 
tvolves, nipping 11s a t every turn. 
“We left H anover Junction about 1 
o'clock oue night and reached Yellow 
Tavern before 10 o'clock the next 
m orning. We hadn’t more than halted 
a t the T avern w hen up comes Sheridan 
and tries to drive us out. 
It w as a 
p retty tough struggle, a hand to hand 
fight, and we fell back from the T av­ 
ern, but held cu r position on the tele­ 
graph road leading to Richmond. 
I 
w as w ith the battery on the extrem e 
left wing, and it w as about 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon w hen orders came for 
the whole division, except the F irst 
ginians, to dism ount. 
“It did seem good, I can tell you, 
after so m any hours iu the saddle, to 
stretch out on the ground and take 
a smoke—th a t is. all who had anything 
to smoke. 
There w as ju st one pipeful 
am ong th a t whole battery, and the 
boy who owned it passed it down the 
line, and each m an took his tu rn puff­ 
ing a t i t 
W hen it w as gone w e all 
began to speculate on w h at deviltry 
Sheridan would 1* up to next and 
how Jeb S tu art would bead him off. 
I t w asn’t long before some fellow 
wished for a drink of w ater.

“W ith wild cheers, his cavalry dash­ 
ed forw ard in a sw eeping gallop, a t­ 
tacking our entire left w iug a t the 
sam e time. W e saw our battery taken, 
our line broken and our men running 
like sheep, Saunders and I had bu t one 
thought—to join our fleeing company. 
As w e reached the telegraph road 
above the din of the battle I heard Jeb 
S tu art’s voice. There he w as, m aking 
a stand w ith a handful of m en around 
him. 
“It seemed bu t a m om ent before Cus­ 
te r’s troops w ere coming back as fast 
as they had gone forw ard. They had 
m et the F irst V irginians. 
W e greeted

“ ‘Go!’ he comm anded us. 'I am done 
for. 
Fitz Lee needs every man. 
I 
order you to go.’ 
‘“ W e cannot obey th at order, gen­ 
eral,’ the young officer told him, and 
I’ll never forget the look th a t cam e 
over his face when lie faced the gen­ 
eral. 
‘W e m ust carry you to a place 
of safety, how ever the battle goes.’ 
‘“ It m ust not go against us,’ Stuart 
replied, and the thought seemed to put 
fresh vigor in his body. 
‘You m ust 
put me on my horse and keep me there. 
My m en m ust not know th a t I am 
wounded.’ 
“W e lifted him on his horse, and, 
m ounting or.r own, we held him in his 
saddle. 
W hen the tide of the battle 
turned, supported betw een us, he made 
a last effort to rally his fleeing troops. 
“ ‘Go back, men!’ he cried. 'Go back, 
men! Go back and do your d u ty ” 
“W e felt him sw ay in his saddle. The 
young officer turned our horses’ heads 
to tlie rear, and we carried our fainting 
general from the field, still holding him 
upright iu the saddle. 
T hat w as Jeb 
S tu art’s last battle and C uster's most 
brilliant charge.”—W ashington Post. 


case of large fillings contains five parts

nails having n broad head and a sm all 
shank. 
The strips are w ide enough to 
lap over upon the sound wood, and tlio'l 
nails are placed from half an Inch to 
an inch ap art, acording to the strain 
Imposed. 
The first strip of tin is pu t on at the 
lower p a rt of the aperture and the ce­ 
m ent p u t in until it reaches nearly to 
the top of the tin. Then a second strip 
is put on. lapping over tho other two 
or three inches, and the tw o nailed to­ 
gether. Then more cem ent is used, nud 
so on until the cavity Is filled, the last 
strip of tiu being bent down while the 
final application cf cem ent 13 being 
puddled into place aud the cavity en­ 
tirely filled, and then it is straightened 
up and nailed iu place.' 
I 11 case of 
extra large cavities large sheets of tin 
or sheet iron are nailed on th e outside 
to prevent th e tiu from bulging out 
until th e cem ent has hardened, when 
they can be removed. The sm aller the 
cavity the larger are the strips of tin 
employed, as the strain is proportion­ 
ately less. 
I 11 tw enty-four hours’ tim e 
the cem ent will have hardened com­ 
pletely, and the tin may all be removed. 
This rem edy is applied successfully 
to fru it trees as well as shade trees — 
New York Tribune. 


A LESSON IN NERVE. 


States use the dollar. 
In value these different units range 
from 4.4 to 494.33 cents of money of 
the U nited States. They are represent­ 
ed in their tu rn by coins-the values of 
w hich are either m ultiples or fractional 
p arts of the value of their own chief 
units, and there are no doubt at least 
200 such sufficient "horns not one of 
which scorns to have a value equal to 
th a t of any commonly known unit of 
w eight, as the gram , for example, or 
the ounce of gold, although fiorty-three 
of these forty-eight countries have ac­ 
cepted gold as their standard m easure 
of values. 
This lack of logical relation of coins 
to any w idely used unit of w eight of 
the precious m etals m ay be due to the 
fact th a t money system s seem to have 
grow n up haphazard, under divetse 
conditions of life, in different p arts of 
th e world.
